l Alderman Bemis said that the board 
ad already ordered something like 

1 16,000 In street widenlngs and lm- 
rovementB, charged directly to the 
x levy of 1^13. and something like 


$4000 more were advanced from the 
efty treasury, In addition there were 
pending several other street matters 
of a simitar nature and the Finance 
committee had favored an Issue of 
Berial bonds for $30,000 for these pur¬ 
poses to run ten yearB. 

President Blakemore took the floor 
and said that the Finance committee 
last fall had presented a budget, which 
bad been changed by the board and the 
grand total had been lost sight ot. 
This had resulted In various schemes 
for Issuing bonds for matters which 
had never been bonded In the past. In 
hlB opinion moBt of these planB were 
unsafe and he quoted freely from tho 
Boston Finance commission on the 
matter. He agreed that a high tax 
rate was most undesirable but' he 
thought a dishonest tax rate was still 
worse. He believed the committee had 
gone too far in placing such Items as 
curbing and city planning matters in 
the bond issue, as the city should do 
such things every year and pay for 
them out of the yearly tax levy. The 
present plan Is reversing our policy 
and the real way to keep the tax levy 
down was to be frugal In our expendi¬ 
tures. He favored striking out the 
street widening and curbing Items 
from the bond issue. 

Alderman Pratt Bald that the curb¬ 
ing Items were directly connected with 
the Btreet Improvement matters In the 
llBt and are a proper charge to such 
work. Only enough curbing had been 
Included, however, to make the total 
an even $30,000. While he agreed with 
President Blakemore in most of hlB 
statements, Ike called attention to the 
fact that the tax rate would be ex¬ 
tremely high If these Items are not In¬ 
cluded. The committee had given the 
matter the most careful consideration, 
turning down several schemes for 
bond issues, and approved the present 
order for street Improvements. 

Alderman Cox said that a high tax 
rate -was up to the aldermen, and now 
we want to duck the responsibility. 
He tbnueht It more fitting to bond the 
repairing of old school houses, or to 
accept all our present private streets. 
He suggested that the city ought to go 
Into the business of putting all streets 
In proper condition for acceptance and 
suggested the curbstones might prove 
to be tombstones. 

Alderman Bemis said ; that everyone 
approved the pay as you go poliev 
'•>ut we cannot do just as we would 
like all the time. The method sug¬ 
gested is justified and expedient. The 
Items Included In the bond Issue are 
so classified In the new statute on mu¬ 
nicipal indebtedness operative next 
year, and we are therefor well within 
the scope of sound municipal finance. 
He questioned the lack of precedent 
and called attention to several bond 
issues now in existence for similar 
purposes. 

Aldermen Rice, Richardson and Sul¬ 
livan Bpoke briefly. President Blake- 
more suggested that something like 
$14,000 be taken out of the list. 

Alderman Pratt said that there whb 
no question but what the work was 
all good work, all construction, and 
not maintenance. To the criticism that 
the Items were mostly Bmall, he said 
that If It was one large job. there 
would be no question as to tile pro¬ 
priety of bonding and he could see no

Mr. Ellis Answsrs Mr. Washburn’s Re- 
cant Latter 

June 30th, 1913. 
Editor "Newton Graphic,” 

Newton, Massachusetts. 

Dear Sirs:—I thank you for printing 
the letter of my genial personal 
friend, Mr. Robert M. Washburn, on 
the new Railroad Law, but I wish In¬ 
stead of Indulging In personalities he 
had given us what neither he nor any 
one else has yet done, aone reason 
why these financial sections, 16 and 
16, should not have been Included. The 
nearest he comes to It (b perhaps In 
his statement that,— 

"A duly authorized representative 
of the lobby, In the earlier part of the 
session, called upon me, and told me, 
that If the financial sections remained 
in the Bill they would leave no stone 
unturned to secure its passage, but if, 
on the other hand, they were repudi¬ 
ated from the Bill, they would leave 
no atone unturned to defeat the Bill. 
Not being, as some would say, of a 
practical turn of mind, thlB attitude 
somewhat grated upon my sensibili¬ 
ties, and I was somewhat attracted to 
the other course—” 

I am not as familiar with the railroad 
lobby as 1 b apparently Mr. Washburn, 
and no Buch statements were made to 
me, nor had I any reason to believe 
that they were facts; but In the earli¬ 
er part of the session the financial sec¬ 
tions were not Included in the Bill. It 
was late In the session when they were 
Included and It was at this time that 
Mr. Washburn stated that while he 
had formerly apposed the insertion of 
these sections, he had looked Into the 
matter carefully and was ready to re¬ 
port the Bill and stand for It as a 
whole, including these financial sec¬ 
tions, which he did. This, In view of 
his statement above quoted, must 
have Seen after his interview with the 
railroad lobbyist. 

Later through the public press, and 
without consultation with the Com¬ 
mittee, whose spokesman he was sup¬ 
posed to he, he repudiated these sec¬ 
tions. In his communication last 
week he says— “My cause for leaving 
them was the revelation before the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission and I 
felt It a folly to endorse the further 
and easier raising of money on the 
part of the New Haven Road, until the 
question raised before that Commis¬ 
sion—‘Is their business management 
wise?' had been adjudicated." As a 
matter of fact there were no revela¬ 
tions before the Interstate Commerce 
commission of any moment that were 
not Included In the Report made to the 
Massachusetts Legislature in 1911 by 
the Validation Commission (the ap¬ 
pointment of which Commission Mr. 
Washburn, then Chairman of the Rail¬ 
road Committee, I think had a largb 
hand in promoting.) It Is hardly con¬ 
ceivable that Mr. Washburn, with hlB 
active Interest in the New Haven Rail¬ 
road, had not read this Report, a copy 
of which was given to every member 
of the Legislature, and some of the 
recommendations of this Validation 
Commission were the basis for the fi¬ 
nancial sections bb passed; but in the 
statement quoted above from Mr. 
Wwsliburn's letter there Ib one of the 
strongest arguments for these sec¬ 
tions, in that they give the newly con¬ 
stituted Railroad Commission manda¬ 
tory powers, not only over the rates 
and facilities of the Roads, as recom¬ 
mended by .Mr. Washburn, but over 
the expenditure as well ns the raising 
of money.

Massachusetts Editors Visit Portland and 
Its Beautiful Harbor 

The Massachusetts Press Associa¬ 
tion, composed of editors and publish¬ 
ers of the state, held Its annual out¬ 
ing during the iBBt week end. making 
Its headquarters at Peaks Island 
House, Portland. Harbor. Maine. The 
party, which Included about 76 editors, 
their wives and daughters, took the day 
boat for Portland on Friday morning 
and had an uneventful voyage, except 
for seasickness, arriving In Portland 
In the afternoon. Peaks Island, which 
Is but twenty minutes ferry from the 
city was soon reached and one of mine 
host Rowe's famous suppers enjoyed 
with a real appetite. 

Saturday morning thru the courtesy 
of the Portland Railroad Company, the 
party enjoyed a trolley trip about the 
city witnessing In passing, a street 
parade of a wild west show, and In¬ 
cluding a trip to Riverton, a small 
amusement park some five miles from 
the city. The afternoon was spent on 
a small steamer making a trip about 
Portland harbor and Its numerous is¬ 
lands, a trip which was enjoyable In 
every respect. On one of the Islands, 
a forest fire was In progress and as we 
came opposite, the flames reached the 
water's edge. It was a thrilling, as 
well as a most beautiful sight, to Bee 
the flames shoot from tree to tree, en¬ 
veloping the entire tree In a single 
second with a mantle of flames, and 
often times reaching a hundred feel 
In the air above the tree. The fire was 
fought by several hundred soldiers 
from a nearby fort, as well as by ;*.ie 
Portland fire boat and burned for sev¬ 
eral hours, fortunately without dam¬ 
age to any of the cottages nearby. 

Saturday evening the hotel manage¬ 
ment, which, by the way, Is first-class 
In every way, provided music for a 
dance. On Sunday, after church, the 
party took a long sail down the harbor 
to Orr's Island where an ordinary, very 
ordinary shore dinner was served. The 
sail, however, was most delightful, as 
the steamer touched many Islands and 
the day was most enjoyable. Monday, 
the Portland Railroad Company pro¬ 
vided a trolley trip to Old Orchard 
beach, where at most short notice, a 
short auto ride was given thrue the 
town, and refreshments served at 
Brunswick hotel. The magnificent 
beach, which was Been by many for the 
first time, wbb admired by all. 

The usual banquet was held Mon¬ 
day evening and the day boat taken 
for home early on Tuesday morning. 

BOSTON NEARER EUROPE 

Boston is just 24 hours nearer Eur¬ 
ope than New York. 

This was proven recently by the ar¬ 
rival of two Hamburg-American liners 
In Hamburg 24 hours apart, although 
they had sailed from Boeton and New 
York at nearly the same hour on June 
7. 

A letter received yesterday by Frank 
W. Hodgdon, chief engineer of the Di¬ 
rectors of the Port of Boston, from F. 
W. Dean In Hamburg, who sailed 
aboard the Cincinnati on June 7, gives 
the proof. 

Mr. Dean in hlB letter Bays that the 
Cleveland, a sister ship, which 1 b built 
exactly like the Cincinnati and makes 
the same Bpeed, left New York har¬ 
bor nlmo&t at the same hour as the 
Cincinnati left Boston. 

The Bienmers arrived 24 hours 
apart, the Cincinnati docking at Ham¬ 
burg exactly 24 hours ahead of her 
sister ship.

German Housewlvea Have Good Meth¬ 
od With Suet—C Id-Fashioned 

Manner of Clarifying Fat 
From the Soup Kettle. 

FatB that ore derived Trom the cook- 
K.ik of bncon, ham, chicken, beef and 
other meats should be kept, each In 
Its own receptacle, to be used for dif¬ 
ferent purposes. 

Home rendering of both suet and 
leaf lnrd hRB Its advantages, because 
the product Is generally superior to 
wiiat can he bought for the same 
price. 

Both suet and leaf lard require 
cooking In order to looBen the fat 
from the tougher membrane that holds 
1L For this purpose the material 1 b 
cut In small pieces and covered with 
water and allowed to cook slowly for 
some time until no more water re¬ 
mains and the scrap has turned to a 
light brown. 

A better method for Buet Is that 
used by German housewives, who 
economise an butter by the use of 
beef fat mare than dto American house¬ 
keepers. The suet Is cut In small 
pieces and covered with water, In 
which It Is allowed to soak for a day, 
the water being changed once In the 
time. It Js then drained and put Into 
an Iron kettle with one-half tea cup 
of skim milk to every pound of the 
Buet. It should be cooked very slow 
ly. 

When it has partly cooled It should 
be carefully poured off. This fat has 
no unpleasant taste or odor, and In 
many recipes may be substituted (or 
part of the butter. Some cooks add 
a pound of leaf lard to four or five ol 
the suet; this makes s softer fat, as 
lard has a lower melting pound thaD 
beef fat. 

Ao old-fashioned method of clarify¬ 
ing fat from the soup kettle, or from 
cooked meatB, so that It may be used 
In the kitchen, Is to add the cold fat 
to a liberal quantity of cold water, 
then heat slowly and let cook for an 
hour or more. When cold, the cake of 
fat Is removed and the lower portion, 
which will contain the small particles 
of meat, etc., should be scraped away 
and the white, clean tat saved. If the 
flavor or color of both are not satis¬ 
factory the process may be repeated 
several times. Another method which 
Is often recommended Is to cook a 
number of slices of raw potato In the 
boiling fat. 

When an tee chest Is used, fat In 
small quantities may be easily kept 
sweet for cooking purposes. If lard 
Is rendered at home In quantity suf¬ 
ficient for a long time. It should be 
kept covered In tins or earthen Jars, 
In a cool, dry place. 

Mustard Pickle. 

One large head of cauliflower, one 
quart of whfte button onlonB. one dozen 
dill pickles, two quarts of vinegar, one 
leaspoonful mustard seed, two tea- 
spoonfuls celery seed, two cupfuls of 
sugar, three-quarters of a cup of flour, 
one-quarter of a pound of ground 
mustard, one tablespoonful of tur¬ 
meric powder. Divtde cauliflower In 
pieces and boil It and the onions In 
salted water until about half done 
drain, cut up dill pickles: mix flour, 
mustard and turmeric with a little 
cold water and add this to the bailing 
vinegar In which the sugar and celery 
and mustard seeds have been placed, 
let boll for five minutes, then pour 
over the pickle. This makes about 
one gallon of fine mustard pickle and 
is easy to prepare. 

Rhubarb Flummery. 

Peel and cut up 2^ pounds of rhu¬ 
barb; put In a basin with a little cold 
water, not enough to quite cover It. 
place a plate over the top and cook It 
until soft In the oven. Dissolve one 
heaping tablespoonful of powdered 
gelatin in half a cup of boiling water, 
add strained juice of rhubarb and stir 
until dissolved. With a wooden spoon 
rub the cooked rhubarb through n 
Steve, then add to gelatin, with seven 
tablespoonsfuls of whipped cream and 
eight tablespoouVfuls of sugar. Set 
this on the Are to reheat, but do not 
allow to boll, stirring all the time. 
Pour Into wet moulds, turn out when 
firm and servo with custard around 
them. 

Orange Cake. 

Two cupa sugar, one-half cup cold 
water, two and one-half cups flour, 
one-half teaspoon Boda, pinch Balt, one 
teaspoon cream tartar, five eggs, keep 
lng out two whites, one orange, grated 
rind and juice; beat egg whites to a 
stiff froth and fold In after other In¬ 
gredients all well beaten. Bake In 
two layers and put together with boil¬ 
ed frosting, made with two cups 
sugar, the juice of one orange and 
whites of two eggs. 

Tomato Pie. 

One pint of chopped green tomatoes, 
five apples chopped, two cups of sugar, 
one cup of molasses, one-half cup of 
vinegar, three tablespoons of flour, 
spice of all kinds. Put whole ralslus 
and hits of butter on top before put¬ 
ting on the upper crust. Makes one 
large or two small pies. 

Banana Sherbet. 

Boll three plots of water and three 
cups of sugur for ten minutes, then 
strain and chill. Strain the Juice from 
three lemons and two large oranges, 
add like pulp of three bananas pressed 
through a sieve, stir lu the chilled 
sirup, pack In salt and Ice. freeze and 
let staud one or more hours to ripen. 


Inexpensive and Really Cleaner and 

More Sanitary Than Those Packed 
With Bawduet and Olhtr 
Materials. 

The construction of a good Ice box 
consists essentially of two boxes made 
of tongued and grooved lumber three 
fourths of an Inch thick. The two 
boxes were made of such dimensions 
that the smaller one will fit into the 
larger one with an Inch to Bpare all 
around and on the bottom, the boxei 
being held firmly together by having 
inch strips nailed to the Inside of the 
larger one at Intervals of a foot apart. 

Before these strips are put in place, 
building paper should be tacked to 
the Inside of the outer box, and to tbe 
outside of the Inner one, then after 
the paper Is on. the space between the 
boxes Is carefully measured and the 
Inch strips planed down so that It will 
ae a snug Qt when the box la placed 
within the other. 

The construction of the cover Is the 
same as the sides and bottom, except 
that there 1 b a flange 0t the front and 
sides of the cover. 

The corners of the outside box are 
strengthened and made tighter by 
having a strip of building paper 
tacked over them, and corner boards

Home-Made Ice Box. 

an inch thick nailed over It, like the 
corner-boards of a building. 

Cleats nailed on the bottom at each 
end will strengthen the box and make 
It more easy to move about. 

Tbe Inside of the box is lined with 
zinc or galvanized Iron, the latter be¬ 
ing much cheaper, and Just as good 
(or several years. 

After the box Is put together a strip 
of thin lumber covers the upper space 
between the boxeB. thus making a 
dead-air space. 

A short piece of half-inch pipe 1 b 
inserted in the bottom of the box to 
provide drainage, and the lower end 
of this outlet should be kept Immersed 
In a vessel of water to prevent air get- 
Ing Into the box. 

Tills Ice box Is much cleaner and 
more sanitary than those packed with 
sawdust and similar materials. 

Apple Sago. 

To make apple sago put 1 cup sago 
In a quart of tepid water, with a pinch 
of salt, and soak 1 hour. Take 6 or 
8 appleB. pare and core or quartered 
and steamed tender, and put In the 
pudding dish. Boll and stir tbe sago 
until clear, adding water to make It 
thin, and pour It over the apples. Bake 
1 hbur. This is good hot with butter 
and sugar. As appleB are hard to get 
now. make it this way: One quart milk. 
4 tablespoons sago boiled In tbe milk 
till soft. Set dlBh In kettle of hot wa¬ 
ter and let the sago swell gradually. 
Beat up 3 eggs and stir Into cooked 
milk and sago; salt and sugar to 
taste. Then put in oven and bake 
very lightly. Serve with creamy 


Vermont Blueberry Cake. 

Cream together half a cupful of but¬ 
ter and a scant cupful of granulated 
sugar, adding one well-beaten egg. a 
tiny pinch of grated nutmeg, half a 
leaspoonful of lemon Juice, half a cup 
ful of sweet milk, and two heaping 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder sifted 
with sufficient pastry flour to form a 
cake batter. Beat the mixture until 
very light and fold In a large cupful of 
blueberries. Bake In a shallow ob 
long pan In a rather quick oven for 25 
minutes. When baked. duBt the top 
thickly with powdered sugar and serve 
hot. Cut Into squares or the squares 
may be torn lightly apart and Bpread 
with butter. 

Corn Slitters. 

A new way of eating corn on tbe 
cob is to silt the corn hulls while on 
the cob with a small nickel ’•slitter.” 
says the New York Times. This cuts 
five rows of tbe corn hulls at one time, 
so that one eats the grain and leaves 
the hulls on the cob, or It Is used to 
extract, for cooking, the milky grains 
from the hulls and leaves all the hard 
part on the cob as waste. The ‘'slit¬ 
ters" cost 35 cents each. When used 
ut table, of course there must be In¬ 
dividual provision in the number 
placed 

Pineapple Sauce for Fritters. 

To the syrup drained from the pine¬ 
apple slices and heated to boiling 
point, add a cup of sugar. Blfted with 
a level tablespoonful of cornstarch; 
let boll six or eight minutes; tint 
with green color paste or liquid If de-

Fuel-Consumption Test. 

In the presence of a number of au 
tomoblllsts a gasoline coneumptior 
teBt was made by William H. Stewart 
Jr., of New York city, over a meas 
ured course to show the difference In 
fuel consumption of an engine while 
in the hands of the competent and In 
competent operator. There has beer 
considerable discussion of this par 
tlcular point, and Interest was keet 
to know the percentage of dlffertnc* 
In fuel consumption. The results wen 
very surprising. The test showed that 
34 per cent, more fuel was used by 
the Incompetent operator. This ap 
plied only to the gasoline consump 
tton. The actual depreciation of th* 
car could not, of course, he estimated 
but It Is safe to assume that the per 
centage of wear and tear was ever 
greater. 


Busy Telephone Operators. 

When you are tempted to be lmpa 
[lent with "central” because she can 
not give you your number with quit* 
the speed of lightning, it would not be 
amiss to remember theee facts. The 
British postmaster general has stated 
that the average time, on fifty thou 
sand calls observed, taken from the 
moment of ringing up to the moment 
the operator responded, was 6.1 sec 
onds, and the average time till the 
person answered 28.6 seconds.

Libraries on Shipboard. 

The navy department spends every 
year $30,000 for libraries foi use on its 
ships. Each ‘‘ship's” library Includes 
300 books, mostly technical, and 
more or leas expensive on that ac¬ 
count. A "crew’s" library Is usually 
made up of about five hundred books 
on fiction and of such character suit¬ 
able for entertainment. About one- 
third of the books are replaced each 
year. The changes are made upon the 
recommendation of those In charge ol 
the ships, but It has developed thal 
this Is not a satisfactory method, as 
much depends upon the points of view 
on literature possessed by the respon¬ 
sible persons. So It is proponed to 
standardize the libraries by making 
the changes In Washington, applying 
them generally to all ships. It Is fur 
ther held that this plan would work 
for economy, effecting a saving ol 
from ten to fifteen thousand dollars s 
year.

The clock, th 
case of which Is of Gothic style, 17V 
Inches high, and made of metal 
finished In fire gilt, leaving a surfac 
of pure gold, was made In Pari 
about 1840. The dial Is In the form o 
a rose window, and beneath Is a doo 
or gate within a Gothic arch. Th 
top is crowned with a dome surround 
ed by minarets.

EDITORIAL 


The failure of the aldermen to accept 
the statute authorizing the board to Is- 
Bue licenses for Sunday sales of Ice 
cream, soda water, and confectionery 
is a matter of regret to all who under¬ 
stand the true situation, and 1 fear 
that the board acted largely upon prej¬ 
udice and failed to give the subject 
Its best judgment. For some years the 
aldermen have granted certain licenses 
eb common victuallers to persons who 
were clearly not common victuallers 
within the meaning of the statute, the 
licenses being granted for the sole pur¬ 
pose of allowing these persons to keep 
open on Sundays to sell ice cream, soda 
water, confecclonery and fruit, It being 
understood in passing that common 
victuallers are usually restaurant 
keepers. The places so licensed have 
usually been street railway waiting 
rooms, or booths along the Charles 
river. The committee this year has 
endeavored to simplify the situation 
and advocated the acceptance of the 
Sunday opening act, which allows the 
aldermen to grant for these places, just 
the kind of license the Legislature con¬ 
templated. I fail to understand the 
attitude of the aldermen who opposed 
this change. The argument ot Aider- 
man Murphy, that while the present 
board might be careful In granting a 
Sunday opening license future boards 
might not—if It can be called an areu- 
ment—is answered by the fact that fu¬ 
ture boards can accept the act and go 
bb far as they like in any event, and If 
precedent (of which considerable was 
said Monday night on another matter) 
Is to be of value, it would be far better 
for the present board to accept the act 
and by exercising the greatest dis¬ 
crimination, grant such licenses as are 
absolutely necessary, and thereby 
establish a basis from which future 
boards would not be liable to depart. 
The act should be accepted and the 
present incongruous situation ns to 
common victualler licenses eliminated. 


The action of the aldermen Monday- 
evening in levying betterment assess¬ 
ments on Lob Angeles and Alli¬ 
son Btreets, in which the city 
pays an assessment of $500 on 
little over 120 feet frontage, less 
than one tenth of the total length of 
the streets Improved, at a coBt of 
about $1700, Is only another argument 
agalnBt the acceptance of streets under 
the betterment law. An assessment of 
$500, about one third of the entire cost 
for a very small portion of the area 
benefitted Is unfair to the city at large, 
however much It may help out the 
other abuttors on the street. The land 
in question is the rear of the Stearns 
school playground and Is absolutely 
of no benefit to the city property. 
Indeed, the street improvement allows 
the abuttors on the streets named, an 
additional outlet towards Nonantum 
village, a fact they have Improved by 
virtually establishing a driveway 
alongside ihe playground. The district 
beyond tlie streets named to the north 
Is sparsely populated and the assess¬ 
ment levied on the city would, if It was 
placed on a private owner, be outra¬ 
geous. if perrons buy land on unac¬ 
cepted streets principally because 
such land is cheaper, they have no 
reason to expect the city to improve 
and accept such bi reels, unless the 
entire cost is borne by them. Any 
other eour-e is manifestly unfair to¬ 
wards property owners who have pur¬ 
chased land op accepted streets, at a 
higher cost, and unfuir to the city bb ti 
whole. When, as in litis case, abutting 
land owned by the city is taken as an 
excuse—and that is the real reason- 
to Itelp out the abutting owners, il is 
about time to enter a protest.

Curbing Is In the nature 
of a luxury and it would do no harm 
at nil to delay the granting of the 
petitions until next year. 


The failure to make betterment 
assessments on Waban Hill road, a 
street constructed last year, before the 
summer vacation is most Unfair to the 
gentleman who advanced a large part 
of the money for huilding the street. 


It is said that the present bill board 
ordinance cannot be enforced and that 
the failure to liberalize It will make 
some trouble for the city during the 
vacation season.

The menial attitude of those alder¬ 
men who favor bonding tlie cost of 
street construction, under the better¬ 
ment act. where inoBt of the assess¬ 
ments are paid within, a few years, 
and oppose bonding the cost of such 
permanent street Improvements a* 
widening, and rounding of corners, is 
a curious illustration of tile point of 
view. The Finance committee pro¬ 
posed a clear cut bonding proposition, 
Including the cost of street widenings 
the incidental cost of curbing, and 
the construction of certain streetB laid 
out uuder Ihe betterment act. A pro¬ 
position which complied with the pro¬ 
visions of the new law on municipal 
indebtedness, which takes effect next 
January.

then wush it quickly in tepid water 
using borax soap, or if you have nol 
this, use a very little pure white soot 
wherever necsessary to remove the 
dirt, and add a little borax to the wash 
water. Rinse well, dry In the shade, 
and Iron while still damp, or at least 
not thoroughly dry. 


Rerrre using a casserole for the first 
time, it Is well to temper It; this Is 
best done by covering It with cold 
water, then letting the water come to 
the bi Ring point, remove from the fire, 
and li t the casserole remain In the 
water until It is cold. 

Under no circumstances let the 
c&BBeiole be put on the stove without 
le. m. in il says the Indianap¬ 
olis News. If this l» done the dish 
will crnck. 

Avoid sudden changes of tempera¬ 
ture with the casserole; that is. do 
not take It from the hot stove or 
oven and place it in cold water or In 
a wet sink; this will prove disastrous 
to the dlBh. 

Casserole cooking requires only 
moderate heat; if something is being 
cooked In the casserole at the same 
time that Intense heat 1 b required for 
something else, take the precaution of 
setting the casserole In a pan of wa¬ 
ter. 

If the cover of the casserole does 
not set very closely, thus allowing 
steam to escape too freely. It Is well 
to -spread a strip of cloth wet with a 
flour and water paste and press It over 
the joining of cover and casserole 
before Betting the dish in the oven. 
When ready to serve, the strip 1 b read¬ 
ily pulled off. 

In cooking nnytblng in a casserole, 
it Ib well to allow twice the time for 
cooking that would be required were 
the stew or vegetables or fruit cooked 
in the ordinary way. 


TAKE UP ENGLISH DELICACY 


Orange Marmalade Haa Become Pop¬ 
ular Dlah In America—How It 
8hould Be Served. 


America has become addicted to the 
orange-marmalade habit. That which 
is bought, much of it shipped from 
over seas, Is never quite so good bb 
that which can be made at home. For 
every dozen thin-skinned orangeB al¬ 
low three lemons, all the fruit being 
washed and sliced as thin as paper. 
Then cover It with water in the pro¬ 
portion of one and a half quarts of 
water to every quatx of fruit, and al¬ 
low It to stand over night. Next morn¬ 
ing the mixture 1 b cooked slowly for 
two hours, sometimes a little more. 
Sugar equal in amount to the cooked 
fruit is added and the cooking is re¬ 
sumed until the mixture JellieB from a 
spoon, which will he in from a half to 
a full hour. There should be no guess¬ 
work In adding the sugar. Measure 
the cooked fruit carefully to get at the 
amount of sugar to be used. 


Chicken Baked with Salt Pork. 

Clean the required number of young 
chickens. Cut them down through the 
backbone, (Open, and flatten breast 
with a cleaver. In a large covered 
roasting pan lay several slices of salt 
pork. Place the chickens on these, 
skin side up. Dredge with flour 
and lay several slices of very thin Balt 
pork on top. Add two cups of boil¬ 
ing water and bake Blowly two hours, 
basting frequently and dredging very 
lightly with flour after each baBtlog. 
More broth may be added if neces¬ 
sary. There should be at least eight 
bastings. Place buttered toast on a 
platter, arrange chicken on it. gar¬ 
nish with parBley. Thicken gravy 
with flour, add one teaspoonfu) of but¬ 
ter and one cupful of rich cream, salt 
and pepper to taste, and pour over 
chicken.

PROPERLY MADE GRAPE JUICE 

Steaming la Considered Better Then 
Stewing If Beet Result* Are 
to Be Obtained. 

There Is something worth remem¬ 
bering about the making of grape 
Juice, contributed >y a student of do¬ 
mestic science: Crush and steam the 
grapes, Instead of crushing and stew¬ 
ing them, as was the old method. To 
the crushed fruit add one quart of wa¬ 
ter to every 16 quarts of grapes, and 
place the kettle containing them over 
a second kettle containing hot water, 
't Is claimed that the substitution of 
•teaming for stewing does fuller Jus¬ 
tice to the grape. After they have 
been rendered thoroughly tender, pour 
the cooked fruit Into the Jelly bag and 
let It drip over night. By morning the 
sediment will have settled at the bot¬ 
tom and the clear top can be poured 
off. The Juice Is now ready for bot¬ 
tling. After it has been Rtralned Into 
bottles (glass fruit Jars may be used to 
as good advantage) covers and rub¬ 
bers are put on and the bottles are set 
□n a rack In the boiler, or on the shelf 
of the steam cooker. If you use the 
boiler, or a kettle, add cold water un¬ 
til it comes up about two Inches on 
the bottle or Jar. Bring the water 
gradually to the boiling point, and let 
the boiling continue from 30 to 60 roln- 
htes. according to Blze of Jar. .leal tbe 
bottles, and the juice Is ready to store.

Scorch marks of linen may be re¬ 
moved by rubbing with a fresb cut 
onion, the garment being soaked In 
cold water after. 

Keep some folded newspapers bandy 
upon which to place soiled potB and 
pans, and save cleaning smutty rings 
from the tableB. 

When preparing a turkey or chicken, 
try rubbing It Inside with a piece of 
lemon, it will whiten the flesh and 
make It more tender. 

After cleaning the shelveB and in¬ 
side of pantry drawerB, give a coat of 
varnish or enamel, and they will clean 
as easily as oilcloth. 

Avoid open shelves In kitchen or 
pantry. Have at least a curtain to 
keep out the dust. A window shade of 
the right size Is IKted by many. 

To prevent pictures from slipping 
and hanging uneven, hang them first 
face to tbe wall, and then twist 
around, making a cross In the wire. 

Croquettes or other foodntulTa to be 
fried in deep fat should stand for fif¬ 
teen minutes In the warm kitchen be¬ 
fore being cooked, to brown well. 

Ragout of Lamb. 

Cut tbe necessary amount of Bhoul- 
der of lamb Into Bqunre pieces of equal 
size. Take off the pink Bkln and saute 
or fry In a bit of butter—an ounce Is 
enough for three pounds. Add Bome 
small onions and brown for 10 min- 
uteB. Dredge with flour, a tablespoon 
to a pound, and stir well for two min¬ 
utes. Moisten with boiling water or 
white broth, a pint to a pound of meat, 
and season. Let cook for 45 minutes. 
Two minutes after It begins to boll 
thoroughly skim off the scum on the 
surface. Serve on a hot dlBb with 
green beans and an equal quantity Of 
new carrots, cut In small pieces, 
steamed and well seasoned. 

Open Apple Pie. 

Line a rather deep pie plate with 
pastry and put a rim around the edge. 
Pare and cut tart apples Into half- 
inch sections, lengthwise and stand 
them close together all around the 
edge. Then fill the center with sliced 
apples, all It will hold. Ailing In tbe 
chinks well, an the appleB shrink In 
baking. Adfl sugar, a few grains of 
salt, nutmeg or cinnamon and dot all 
over with bits of butter. Bake In a 
moderate oven until apples are done 
and serve hot or as soon as cool. Not 
to good after first day. 

Egg Cutlets. 

Put two tablespoonfuls of butter 
into a sauce pan; add two tablespoon- 
fuls of flour and blend over fire; add 
one cupful of milk, boll three minutes, 
stirring all the time: add two yolks of 
eggs, remove from fire, and add two 
tablespoonfuls of chopped, cooked 
ham, six chopped hard-boiled eggs, 
seasoning of salt, pepper, and nutmeg. 
Turn out onto a plate to cool. Shape 
Into cutlets. Brush over with beaten 
egg, roll in bread crumbs, and fry In 
smoking hot fat. Serve hot. 

Bolling Cracked Eggs. 

An egg that Is cracked can be boiled 
by Inclosing It In a piece of soft paper. 
When the paper becomes wet It ad¬ 
heres to the egg. and prevents It from 
coming through the shell. This pro¬ 
cess should be successful In every 
case where the crack Is of a moderate 
length. 

Washing White Stockings. 

When washing white silk stockings 
use tepid water and pure white soap. 
Rub gently with tbe bands. Rinse in 
cold water and add a little bluing to 
the last rinsing water This keeps 
them from becoming yellow. 

Ginger Pudding. 

One-half cupful molasses, one tea- 
spoonful ginger, one-half lemon, one 
egg, oue-balf cupful milk, one tea 
spoonful soda, one teaspoonful cream 
tartar, one tablespounful butter, one 
half cupful chopped raisins. 

Water Sponge Cake. 

This Is a small sponge cake: One 
egg, one-half cup of sugar, one-half 
teaspoou lemon Juloe, three table¬ 
spoons of cold water, three-quarters 
cup of flour sifted with one teaspoon 
baklug powder

The amount of power these 
plants are capable of producing If fully 
developed Is about 77 per cent of the 
minimum and about 41 t«*r cent of the 
maximum At the present time New 
England has s total of thirty-one com¬ 
mercial plnnls in operation And yet. 
despite this fact and the fact that 25 
per cent of the power tn her manufac¬ 
turing establishments Is water power, 
taking the mean of these figures It 
would appear as if. roughly speaking, 
she had availed herself of not more 
than half of her water power 

Hydroelectric development must of 
nece^dty have Its limitations The 
prartlcal limit of transmission for the 
current generated by this method was 
recently placed by one of the leading 
engineers of the country at 200 miles. 
The expense of these transmission 
lines must needs be great, requiring, 
as they do, a superior type of con¬ 
struction to carry the high voltage ca¬ 
bles and n protected right of way 
through the country. In the case of 
one Massachusetts company, the New 
England Power company, a strip 150 
feet In width has been cleared for Its 
1 rnnamisslon lines. It la obvious there¬ 
fore that that region la placed at the 
greatest advantage whose water pow¬ 
er ts the best distributed. 

Great as may be the collective water 
power of a state It Is at a decided dis¬ 
advantage eo far as its attractiveness 
lo manufacture goes if It la concen¬ 
trated at one spot like Niagara. It ls 
450 miles from Niagara to New York. 
In New England there Is probably no 
populous center more than 150 miles 
from some large power alte. In short. 
In no other part of this country Is the 
water power so well distributed for In¬ 
dustrial use a9 here. It offerB a rare 
field for the development of hydro¬ 
electric power plants because all over 
New England these great water power 
sites are found near a market. Of New 
England can It be said that today she 
has a greater asset In her water power 
than Pennsylvania In her coalfields 

While "hydroelectric development Is 
comparatively new. capital has not 
been slow In seeking this form of in¬ 
vestment In this region, an Is shown 
by the total of her plants In operation 
and under construction. Only a few 
of the manufacturing states have de¬ 
veloped power commercially to the ex¬ 
tent of Maine or Massachusetts. 

In the New England Power company 
Massachuetts has by far the largest 
single development In the New Eng¬ 
land states. It is the largest develop- ‘ 
ment east of Niagara, covering three 
states In Its operations. Today with . 
four plants In operation It Is develop¬ 
ing 70.000 horsepower. Eventually It. 
will have eight plants In operation with 
a total output of power amounting to, 
200.000 horsepower | 

The electrical energy to be furnished 
by this company in 1914 will replace: 
annually 225,000,000 tons of coal. 

All told this development will repre- , 
sent an Investment amounting to over 
54.000.000. Today this company la 
moving cars in Worcester and will 
soon be supplying power to the trolley * 
lines ot Fitchburg. It ls running cot¬ 
ton mills in Clinton and Fitchburg, 
wire mills and car works In Worcester, 
Is supplying current for the lighting of 
Fitchburg. Gardner and Marlborough 
and ls selling power to lots of local 
electric companies In smaller towns 
throughout a wide area. Its operations 
cover a zone reaching from Keene. N. 
II., to Monson and Uxbridge, In south¬ 
ern Massachusetts. Eventually Its 
lines will reach as far south as Plain- 
field. Conn., and Providence, R. L 

This plant was finished in January, 
1910. Its output in 1912 amounted to 
64,000,000 kilowatt hours. The other 
plants of the. New England Power 
company are located on the Deerfield 
river, which, rising in the Green 
mountains of Vermont, empties Into 
the Connecticut at Greenfield. Maes 
The great problem connected with this 
development was the creation of a 
storage reservoir of sufficient else to 
tide over the low water season. One 
storage basin has already been con¬ 
structed and work haa been begun on 
a second which will Impound alto¬ 
gether 55.000,000 gallons of water, thus 
Insuring an adequate supply of water 
for the power plants throughout even 
the driest summer. Thege art now- 
three of these plants completed and In 
operation on the Deerfield river, each 
containing three generators with the 
capacity of 8,000 horsepower each. 

One plant is located two milee above 
the town of Shelburne Falls, another 
Is opposite the village, and the third 
two miles below It. within a short 
time a fourth plant will be completed 
on lhe river Just above the Hoosac 
tunnel, with ,a capacity of 20.000 
horsepower 

Ultimately this company expects to 
develop 100.000 horsepower on the 
Deerfield river alone. 

To carry tills greul load 176 miles of 
transmiaalon lines are now in use or 
being erected. These lines are built 
on their own right of way and can be 
seen for miles around. 

Second only to tills development Is 
that of the Turners Falls company, 
promoted b> the Fa hot and Crocker 
interests ot Boston At Turners Falls

I thirty lent. Its fans have been qm 
I for power purposes hy the old method 
for generations. The dsm. built In th« 
!* xMps. has a crest of 1,000 feet. For 
hydroeleeirioal purposes the old c*- 
,..Xl was widened a few years age 
and a power plant Installed which 
yields 7.000 horsepower. In this way 
the energy of the turbulent river haa 
been rendered possible of transmission 
far beyond the river hank Today a 
new dam Is being built and engineer* 
are extending this canal with a view 
of wresting still greater power from 
the river hy lending It to a point two 
mile* below where another fall of sixty 
feet will produce electrical energy 
equal to 40.000 horsepower. 

The power which Is being developed 
of Turners Fall* Is sold to a number 
of allied companies which act as dis¬ 
tributers In this way it reaches many 
towns. Including Riverside and Miller* 
Fall*. Through the Oreenfleld Electric 
Light company It reaches South Ver¬ 
non. Northfield, Bemardson. Deerfield, 
Coleraln, Uuckland and Greenfield and 
through the Amherst and Easthamp- 
ton Gas companies Amherst. Sunder¬ 
land. Whately. Hatfield. Hadley, East- 
hampton and Southampton. Turner* 
Falls la but forty miles from Spring- 
field It is aimed to extend the trans¬ 
mission lines ultimately to supply In¬ 
dustries not alone In Springfield, but 
In Chicopee and Westfield. In many 
of these towns, particularly Turners 
Falla, hundreds of factory sites are 
within eaay reach of this power, who** 
price necessarily cheapens as the 
length of transmission shortens. 

Another recent New England hydro¬ 
electric development- la that at Rum- 
ford Falla. It has resulted already U> 
converting what was twenty years ago 
a wilderness Into a modern city with 
a population of 10.009 people. Her* 
a cere the Androscoggin river has s 
ninety-nine foot fall a station has been 
built developing 20,000 horsepower- 
Over a million dollars haa been spent 
on two great dame. Instead of canals 
the rushing waters at Rumford Falls 
are led through great steel tubes Into 
the power station. The mills of the In¬ 
ternational Paper company take over 
11.000 horsepower alone. The Oxford 
Paper company consumes 5,000 mors 
and the Fort Hill Chemical company 
1.250. The Central Maine Power com¬ 
pany, located at Oakland on the Mes- 
aaloushee river, la atll] another devel¬ 
opment with 6.450 horsepower devel¬ 
oped and 23.000 undeveloped. 

Connecticut is not without Its hydro¬ 
electric development, for at Bulls 
Bridge, on the Housatonlc, there has 
been for some years in operation a 
plant developing 30,000 horsepower. 
Besides running the trolley lines of tbs 
Connecticut company In Waterbury 
and New Britain, the latter fifty miles 
away, this power ls today running sev¬ 
eral Industrial plants besides local 
lighting interests. 

These are but a few of the moat im¬ 
portant of the central hydroelectric 
stations already established and la 
process of construction in New Eng¬ 
land by which a partial utilisation of 
the Immense energy of Its water 
courses may be accomplished and the 
power thus generated sold commercial¬ 
ly. Scattered throughout this region 
at the present lime are thirty-one 
plants designed to sell power commer¬ 
cially as distinguished from the scorea 
of mills which still take power directly 
from the streams on whose ba nka they 
are located. 

That these station* have already had 
the effect of cheapening power to some 
extent for tha manufacturer there ls no 
doubt. The Increase of such plants, 
which Is bound to occur, Is certain to 
have a still greater .fleet In this llne^ 
all of which will redound to the advan¬ 
tage of the manufacturer who seeks 
N>w England. 

Today the rates for large quantities 
of power vary frotn 3 mills par kil¬ 
owatt hour at Rumford Falla, Me. te 
1.6 mills In various parts of Connecti¬ 
cut.

THE NEW RAILROAD LAW 
(Continued from page 1) 

Mr. Washburn states that—“These 
questionable sections had their Initi¬ 
ative and were drawn outside of the 
legislature, outside of the office of 
the Railroad Commissioners, and in 
the office of a Railroad Attorney.” 

This I do not know, but it Is of no 
moment whatever. The original draft 
of these sections may have been drawn 
in either of the two places beginning 
with H, or elsewhere, It matters not. 
I do know that as finally drafted they 
certainly were not so drawn, the real 
work being done in the office of the 
Railroad Commissioners after hours 
nnd hours of hard work on the part of 
sub-committees of the Legislature, of 
which l was a member, and the Rail¬ 
road Commissioners. 

Once more I must take Issue with 
Mr. Washburn in his statement that— 
“There is no question about it but that 
the spontaneous opinion of the savings 
banks were against the financial sec¬ 
tions so-called." The spontaneity re¬ 
ferred to came through circular letters 
sent out to the savings hanks and the 
remarkable unanimity of phraseology 
of the protests that came back a mar¬ 
velous testimony to this spontaneity. 
This, however, was before the sec¬ 
tions were finally perfected. After 
that many many members of the Leg¬ 
islature told me that they had received 
word from the savings bank people 
In their districts that they withdrew 
their objections after understanding 
the completed Bill. 

Mr. Washburn's reference to my 
conection with the “Grand Trunk Bill” 
needs no explanation to the Newton 
people who understood my position on 
this question long before the “fizzle" 
was finally announced. 

I am sorry to have taken bo much 
space, which should be needless did 
your readers understand Mr. Wash¬ 
burn as do many of the members of 
the Legislature.

STATE FORESTER’S WARNING 

As the Fourth of July Is near at 
hand, the State Forester believes that 
it is very important that the attention 
of the general public be called to the 
law which prohibits the use of fire 
balloons, chapter 141, Acts of 1910, 
which reads as follows: "It shall be 
unlawful within any city or town in 
this commonwealth for any person to 
liberate or flv fire balloons of any de¬ 
scription. Whoever violates this act 
shall be punched by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars, or by Im¬ 
prisonment for not more than one 
month, or by both such fine and im- 
prlsonmenL” 

Observers will be on duty at the 
lookout stations throughout the State 
continuously over the holiday, and all 
violators of this law or any other re¬ 
lating to fires in the open air will be 
promptly prosecuted.

The following letter from Repre¬ 
sentative Samuel L. Taylor of West- 
lord. on the New Railroad law Is 
printed ns allowing one point of view 
on this Important matter. 

l'dftnr, Newton Graphic:— 

Pear Sir:— 

Recently 1 received n copy of the 
above paper containing a communica¬ 
tion from George M. Kills, the Mouse 
Chairman of the Committee on Hall- 
roads, on "The New Railroad l«iw.'' 
As one of the 13 who voted against 
"Engrossment" and one of the 53 who 
voted to sustnln the Governor's veto, 
1 feel like scattering a few thoughts— 
bo scattering that they will not he li¬ 
able to mnkc a "hit." First, then, a 
few words in regard to the .attitude 
of Representative Ellis. For three 
years he has been trying to serve the 
public in the Mouse, and 1 venture to 
say that not a member of the House 
can be found during these three years 
who for n moment would Ihlnk of con¬ 
necting him with any "deal,” railroad 
or “Ellis Milk" bill. As a new mem¬ 
ber of the House, I only knew him 
at first, by those who had served with 
him previously, and the universal tes¬ 
timony was: "Mr. Ellis is above any¬ 
thing like a "trade." My own ac¬ 
quaintance with him in the House 
confirmed that testimony, but ntigels 
sometimes get taken in unawares, and 
men of tno best judgment miss their 
calculations as to "futures" and the 
remedy to apply, and with all honest 
judgment and to serve the public. Mr. 
Ellis launched the so-called "Wash¬ 
burn” bill, (misnamed, be says). Let 
the title stand. George,—time will 
prove that there is no honor in it for 
even the humblest member who voted 
for it. Now what is the railroad situ¬ 
ation at the present time? In the de¬ 
bate in the House It was admitted by 
the friends of the bill the management 
cf the Hartford and New Haven had 
bought railroad and hotel property 
and paid more titan $50,000,000 more 
than "its actual value, and the "Wash- 
bum" bill is the key to open the sav¬ 
ings banks of Massachusetts and let 
just such wasteful management help 
itself liberally to more money to con¬ 
tinue more wasteful management. It 
was further said in the debate that 
unless this or something like it was 
speedily done the Boston & Maine 
would be liable to go Into the hands 
of a “receiver," stock in the Boston & 
Maine having dropped from 175 down 
into the fifties, it is proposed to make 
it look prosperous by unlocking the 
savings banks to the extent of twice 
its capital stock. 1 own a farm as¬ 
sessed for $2500. Will the savings 
banks open their doors and let me put 
my hand in and take out $5000? No. 
not even where there is good business 
management; but the railroads, right 
up Into the Jaws or a receivership, are 
to be allowed to do that trick. 

Between the cry of a receivership 
and buying railroads and hotels and 
paying millions more than they are 
worth, where Is the savings bank de¬ 
positor that would voluntarily with¬ 
draw their money from the bank, and 
turn It over to the railroad manage¬ 
ment and say: "Here, Mr. Railroad, is 
my hard earned money. I know that

vnu are headed towards that bourne 
front whence no financial traveler ever 
returns with enough to pay his debts; 
hut take It. and go out and squander 
it on railroads and hotels." Any de¬ 
positor who would do that art would 
do the “gold brick" act—they would 
tnke stock In an ocean steamer that 
was going beneath the billows for "fi¬ 
nals." Now, then. If It Is foolish for 
the Individual to Invest, Is it any wis¬ 
er for the "Washburn" hill to allow 
the trustees of these funds to Invest 
said money for the individual deposi¬ 
tor? If It Ib. will some one please rise 
up and explain where ttie wisdom 
comes In? 

At the present time the railroads 
nre badly crippled by interstate regu¬ 
lation nonsense. Of the "Thou shall 
and slinlt not" type of meddling, ns to 
rntes and freights, that ought to be left 
largely flexible to ripen and fall with 
tlie ebb and flow of changed conditions. 
While the labor that mans the train is 
not even tethered or restrained to the 
law of supply and dotunnd; or, to state 
It a Utile differently, capital is crippled 
by Interstate handcuffs, hall and 
chain. Labor Is at liberty to fix Its 
own rates and at the time of writing 
the trainmen on the Hartford and 
New Haven have voted more pay nnd 
less hours, or a strike—tnke your 
choice. Mr. Capital—cither horn of 
the dilemma will do very much to¬ 
wards preventing declaring a divi¬ 
dend. As long us capital and labor 
are so unequally nnd unjustly yoked 
no vote of mine could be given t 
open the savings banks to increase the 
indebtedness of the railroads; not 
only in view of the fact of the meth¬ 
od of railroading liy the law of re¬ 
strain! and labor unrestrained, but 
with the recent receivership gobbling 
up of several prominent railroads In 
the West, the New York Centrnl sell¬ 
ing below par, the Boston & Maine 
passing its dividends, an event which 
has not happened for 73 years, autos 
and electric cars cutting into the pas¬ 
senger traffic, and auto trucks grab¬ 
bing the freight, and millions for 
roads and hotels that were not pay¬ 
ing running expenses when bought 
Under these financial conditions and 
prospects could I be induced by any 
benefits in the Washburn bill other 
than In sections 15 and 16 to vote 
the savings banks the right to man the 
rigging. No. not yet. Indies and gen¬ 
tlemen; not until capital and labor 
are scheduled to do on equitable ad¬ 
justment, and management is sche¬ 
duled above the business career of the 
prodigal's son. 

We are over railroaded at the pres¬ 
ent time and freight and passenger 
traffic are being split into fragments; 
30 electric railroads pay no dividend. 
The “Washburn" bill cannot remedy 
"over conveyance," and what the rail¬ 
roads need Is “hands off,” not more 
mandatory powers, but less. 1 have 
no use for a single Bection, part of a 
section, line, punctuation mark or fly 
speck in the whole “Washburn” bill. 
In so far as we have so conservatively 
and safely guarded the investments 
of the savings banks In the past, and 
now, by the "Washburn” bill have 
flopped to the other extreme, with un¬ 
restrained wide open doors, it can be 
said of us, as was said of old: “Ye 
do strain at a gnat and swallow a cam¬ 
el.” I voted against the bill because 
I didn't want to swallow a camel, not 
having eaten 50 cents worth of meat 
for the last 6 months, other than milk 
that contained more than 600,000 bac¬ 
teria to the cubic centimeter. 

I reiterate what I said at the “Mock 
Session”: The bill Is not true to facts 
in naming It the "WaBhburn” bill— 
it should be called the "Watermellen" 
bill.

Is Golf i Piddling Game? 

If it ever takes place, one of the 
country clubs adjacent to Philadel¬ 
phia will be the scene of a novel con¬ 
test which has been talked about.

Growing Sponges From Seed. 

Successful experiments in sponge 
Culture have been curried on off the 
coast of Florida for jmine years The 
plan most commonly adopted is as fol¬ 
lows: "Seed" sponges are cut Into 
small pieces und, after having been at¬ 
tached by wiring or Bplndle to circular 
or triangular cement blocks, are drop¬ 
ped or lowered (depending upon the 
depth) to rest on the ocean bottom, 
where they remain for a year or two, 
until they reach a size proper for com¬ 
mercial purposes. They are then 
taken by the hook, when new cuttings 
are attached, and the cement blocks 
let down again. Another method was 
to Btrlug them on a wire held horizon¬ 
tal slakes driven In tlie bottom. In 
doing this, however, difficulties arose. 
The sponges became loose and rotated 
ou the wire, enlarging the hole made 
through them, and the action of the 
salt water corroded and destroyed the 
wlree, until, after many trials and ex¬ 
periments, a lead wire with a copper 
core was successfully used. 


AX INTERESTING EXPERIENCE

S. C., a member 
of the 12th S. C. A'olunteerB, who told 
of an incident at Fredericksburg, 
where a prominent Confederate officer 
was killed and when removed from tlie 
field. Mr. Powell, who was himself a 
sharpshooter, wns ordered to fire nt 
the Union men. quartered In a church 
steeple, who had shot the officer. While 
Mr. Powell was telllug tills story, Mr. 
Ijitfie recalled thnt lie was the snr- 
gonnt In charge of five men, who had 
gone Into that steeple mid lie Und or¬ 
dered his men to attempt to reach tlie 
( oilfederate officer, who was some 
distance away. Ho remembered dis¬ 
tinctly the shots fired by Mr. Powell 
nnd snid that Immediately nftor a sol¬ 
id shot struck tlie steeple and the 
Union men left, nnd only Just In time, 
for a shell burst inside the tower 
within a very few minutes. Mr, La flic 
also met nnotlier Confederate sharp¬ 
shooter, Mr. P. A. McDavid of Gtten- 
erll, S. C., and challenged both Me- 
Dnvlu and Powell to try their skill at 
a target, lint wsb unable to Induce 
them to meet him in that fashion. Mr. 
Powell, by tlie way, claims to have 
shot General Sedgwick at SpoUsyi- 
vanln, nt a distance of 1700 yards, us¬ 
ing an English rifle with telescopic 
sight, 

Mr. La file stntes that something 
over 55,000 men were quartered nt 
Gettysburg last week, the tents In 
which they Blept covering acres of 
ground. Each tent held nine cots, and 
were nrranged in sections and streets. 
At tlie head of each street was a cook 
tent, npd where the veterans present 
obtained their rations, using their own 
knife, fork, and plate. Tlie arrange¬ 
ments were most satisfactory and Mr. 
l.nffle was one of tile last to leave tlie 
grounds.

DON’T KILL THE BEETLES 


The Stale Forester has released 
something like 5000 Calosoma beetles 
on the south side of the city during 
the fast throe yearB, covering Newton 
Centre, Chestnut lllll, Newton High¬ 
lands and Wuhan, the last 1000 being 
released only lust mouth. The beetle 
Is of good size uud a beautiful green 
in color with a tinge of orange show¬ 
ing oil the edge. He la a determined 
foe of tho gypsy und brown tall mothe 
and has been iiuitu a factor In their 
extermination. Many persons have 
gone out of their way to kill these bee¬ 
tles in their belief tliut they ure anotli 
tr pest, but this Idou Is wholly erro¬ 
neous, as the beetle does not destroy 
foliage bui feeds on maths und grubs.

TO KEEP AUTO VEIL CLEAN 


Washable Chiffon When Soiled Can 
Easily Be Cleened If Care la 
Exercised, 

Cleaning adds bo much to the orig¬ 
inal cost of any article of apparel 
that It le often well to pay a little more 
In the beginning to get something that 
will eland soap and water. 

A washable chiffon veil, therefore, 
is a real economy. Of couree, any aort 
of chlfTon veil can be vatisfactorlly 
cleaned In gasoline, but It le rather 
unpleasant to have anything cleaned 
Id this way come In close contact with 
the skin of the face. 

When a washable chiffon veil le Boil¬ 
ed fold It neatly and tack tho folds 
securely with baatlng thread. Then 
wash the veil carefully In soapy wa¬ 
ter and rinse It In salt water to set 
‘.he color. Press the folded veil between 
a couple of heavy bath towels to get 
the water out, and do not wring It at 
all. 

When aB much water has been preaB- 
ed out as It Ib possible to get out cut 
the bastlngB and pull them out. Lay 
one edge of the veil straight on the 
Ironing board and Iron It dry with a 
moderately hot Iron. Then Iron each 
Of thy other aides dry, and then Iron 
the middle of the veil until It, too, Is 
dry. By Ironing the edges first the 
veil can bo Ironed without stretching 
or pulling out of shape. 

Lay the veil flat on a bed for an 
hour or two after It la Ironed. If It 
Is Ironed In this way it will keep Its 
shape and will not wrinkle easily.

YOUNG MAN DROWNED 

William J. Malone, aged 23, of 79 
Freeman Btreet, Auburndale, was 
drowned shortly after 4 o'clock Fourth 
of July morning while swimming In 
the Charles River at Sandy Hook, in 
the north cove between Auburndale 
and Waltham. 

With three companions, Malone was 
walking along the river bank when one 
of the quartet suggested a swim. All 
four undressed and dived into the 
river.

At the police station 
where It was taken, two physicians 
worked for an hour, hoping there was 
still life 111 the body. Their efforts 
were useless, however, for Malone was 
dead. 

The funeral was held Monday morn¬ 
ing at St. Bernard’s Church, WeBt 
Newton. A high mass of requiem was 
celebrated at 9 o'clock by Rev. Fran¬ 
cis Cronin. 

The pall-bearers were Messrs. Fred 
Collette, Perley W. Delebarre, Fred 
Rooney, Thomas M. Hnnney, Matthew 
McBride and Andrew Ward. The-bur¬ 
ial was in Calvary Cemetery, Waltham.

Tendency to Eat Meat. and Other 

Heavy Foodatuffe During the Sum¬ 
mer Month! le Rapidly Paea- 
Ing, Sayi a Writer. 

Fresh fruits play an Important part 
In Ihe dietary of people of highest 
aulture and refinement, those who af¬ 
reet beautiful and harmonious sim¬ 
plicity, combined with simple, whole¬ 
some and appetizing dishes. They 
are a delight to the oye, delicious to 
taste, and easy to prepare in diverB 
agreeable ways. 

It is a mistake to regard frullB ns 
mere accessories to Idealize an other- 
wtBe too solid Rnd realistic dietary. 
While fruits differ very materially 
from such concentrated food as the 
flesh of animals, they are akin to the 
cereals and grains, and combined with 
them will give every element required 
as building material for the body; and 
the fact that they are of a lighter, 
less condensed form is evidence of 
their superiority over the grosser ma¬ 
terials, too rich In nitrogen and flesh- 
forming elements • when consumed 
alone and in quantities that are in ex¬ 
cess of the requl.ements of the indi¬ 
vidual. 

During the summer, especially, it is 
very necessary to maintain harmony 
and a healthy performance of the di¬ 
gestive functions in order to become 
one of the enviable serene, self-poised 
Individuals so rarely met, but so 
soothing and refreshing to the over¬ 
fed, over-stimulated, over-heated, ner¬ 
vous American, who goes on eating 
the same amount of condensed tood, 
regardless of the season or the phys¬ 
iological effect. In a land where all 
kinds of fruits are grown in such 
abundance all the year. It is well 
that necessity Is rapidly Increasing 
their uBe and proportionately decreas¬ 
ing the supply of animal food, this 
forwarding the march of civilization 
more rapidly. 

Fruits are no more perishable than 
meats, and have the added advantage 
of being easily preserved In many 
ways, without lessening their dietetic 
value, though changing some of their 
most active principles, perhaps. Fresh, 
uncooked frultB should not be eaten 
In quantity after a hot meal, and for 
that reason are better served for 
breakfast fruit, or at luncheon, when 
they constitute the principal dish. 

At present we have the strawberry, 
pineapple, grapefruit, banana, orange, 
and lemon In abundance, and at fair¬ 
ly reasonable prices. As all these 
fruits have a rich and pronounced 
flavor, one does not have to.go to any 
great outlay in making a varied num¬ 
ber of very dainty and appetizing des¬ 
serts. 

FINDS NEW USE FOR SALT 

Woman Discover! How to Make Gas 

Mantle Llghta White After They 
Have Burned Black, 

"I learned a new trick the other 
day,” admitted a man who thinks he 
knows about all the tricks there are 
to be known. ”1 was making a call od 
a friend whose apartments is fitted 
with gas mantle lights. The light In 
the reception room was poor because 
the mantle had turned black. But my 
friend’B wife knew the Becret of turn 
log It back to Its original color, and I 
stood amazed to see her throw salt 
into the chimney all over the mantle 
The Balt cauaed the flame to blaze 
up all around the mantle and gradual 
ly the char disappeared, and the llghl 
was as bright and clear as when the 
mantle was new. That’s a thing 
worth knowing." 

Chicken Ravlolas. 

One pint minced chicken, half green 
pepper, half medium alzed onion anc 
three cloves garlic, all chapped fine 
Put three tablespoons butter in e 
skillet; add the pepper, onion and 
garlic and fry until it begins to turn 
yellow, but do not brown. Add one 
heaping teaspoon flour, one cup milk 
or meat broth. Boll up, then add the 
chicken, season to taste and allow tc 
cook until thick. Put In a pan oi 
dish until cool, then mold and place 
in paHte. They may be poached oi 
baked from seven to ten minutes, 
Serve with cream sauce with Parme¬ 
san cheese grated and sprinkled over, 
or with tomato sauce. 

Water Lily Eggs. 

Boll alx eggs 20 minutea, cool In a 
dish of water, and with a sharp knife 
cut lengthwise, not quite through, in 
four pieces. Arrange on dish and 
pour a hot sauce made of thin part 
of a cun of tomatoes, little onion juice, 
pepper, Balt, two teaspoons flaur ant, 
one tablespoon butter.

Baked Bean Salad. 

Mix two cupfuls cold baked beant 
with half a cupful of .cold boiled ham 
which has been chopped fine. Add one 
minced green pepper and sufficient 
mayonnaise to moisten. Place on a 
bed of lettuce leaves, and just before 
serving pour u little more mayonnaise 
over the top. 

For Brittle Nalle. 

A little vaseline rubbed over tha 
finger nails at night keeps them from 
being brittle and makes the 4l1n 
around the roots soft and white. 

When Making Custard. 

When making custard always add ■ 
little aalt. This keeps the custard 
from drying and caking in the cuatard 
pot and adds to the flavor. 


I Plain Whipped Cream Sweetened and 

Covered With Nutt or Fruit la Do- 
llcloue—Make* a Satisfying 
Finish to e Meal. 

Where there is plenty of cream 
thorn need be no lack of healthful and 
delicious desserts and dishes, sayB the 
Pictorial Review. Plain whipped 
cream, flavored nnd sweetened, put in 
small glasses and the top sprinkled 
with chopped nuts or small pieces of 
i fruit, makes a dainty finish to any 
meal. In hot weather such desserts 
are especially desirable for many rea¬ 
sons. They are so healthful thnt even 
little children may have them. They 
are light and easily prepared, cool and 
tempting. 

Mousses or pnrfalts, which terms 
simply mean frozen whipped cream, 
are among the daintiest of cream dish- 
cb and for an afternoon affair are ex¬ 
cellent. The cream tor theso is fla 
vored. sweetened, whipped to a stiff 
froth nnd placed in a mold, the Joints 
of which are bound with a strip ol 
muslin dipped in melted paraffin. A 
tub must be filled to a depth of several 
Inches with cracked ice and salt. The 
mold is placed on this ice and then 
completely covered with more ice and 
salt nnd left tor about four hours to 
ripen. 

To unmold the moUBSe pour cold 
water over the mold to remove the 
salt, open and shake gently. The out¬ 
er edge of the cream will be Bolldly 
frozen, the center ice cold but soft. 
A simple way to make a parafait is 
to take any tee cream and at serving 
time add whipped cream that is stiff 
and dry. Mix quickly and serve. Al¬ 
low one pint of cream to each quart 
of Ice cream. 

In making any ice cream where 
fruit is used the fruit should be added 
after the cream is frozen. Half of the 
cream should be scalded if the' beBt 
results are to he obtained. 

Maple Ice Cream,—One quart of 
cream, one-quarter pound of shelled 
nuts, one large ■ cup of maple syrup. 
Chop the nuts and add to the cream 
and syrup. Mix well, put In a freezer 
and freeze. 

Pistachio Ice Cream.—Half cup of 
pistachio nuts, hair cup of chopped al¬ 
monds, one tablespoon of almond ex¬ 
tract, four cups of cream, one cup of 
granulated sugar, one-quarter teaspoon 
of salt. Scald part of the cream and 
mix with all the other Ingredients. 
Chill and freeze'. 

Fruit Ice Create:—-’One quart of milk, 
one quart of cream, three cupB of 
granulated sugar, one quart of fruit. 
Scald half of the cream with sugar. 
Mix with the mllft and the rest of the 
cream and Btand aside to chllL When 
cold put in the fretfebr and turn slowly 
until well frozen. Press the fruit 
through a colander and add to the ice 
cream. Turn again until frozen, pack 
carefully and set aside until needed. 

Frlcadelles. 

Mince cold cooked beet and add a 
slice of onion, also finely chopped. If 
the meat is very lean, add also a bIIcb 
or two of fat pork, chopped. Season 
with salt, pepper, sage, thyme, a little 
lemon juice and chopped parsley, and 
add a quarter as much of bread 
crumbs or boiled rice as there Is 
meat. Mix together and then add a 
well beaten egg with sufficient watei 
to make a paste of the mixture. Make 
this luto balls or egg BbapeB, pul 
them into a frying pan with butter oi 
drippings and fry till they are a brown 
color. Some prefer to dip the bails 
Into bread crumbs, bruBh them ovei 
with egg, tllp them Into bread crumbs 
again, nnd to fry In boiling fat. When 
done, drain and serve on a folded nap 
kin spread over a platter. 

Cabbage and Pepper Salad. 

One head of cabbage, two green pep 
pers, boiled salad dressing or mayon 
nalse. Remove the center of a head ol 
cabbage, reserving shell for a cab 
bage bowl. Shred center very fine 
and place in cold salted water for ar 
hour. Remove seeds from pepper! 
and let stand In cold Baited water fo> 
an hour, changing water three times 
Wash cabbage shell and wipe dry 
Drain and dry cabbage and pepper 
mix with dressing and place In shell 
The cabbage bowl should stand on i 
fringed napkin lu a nest of shredded 
lettuce. 

Homemade Cedar Chest, 

Get a large pine packing box. Hinge 
on the lid and putty up the cracks 1) 
there are any, but It Is better to gel 
one without cracks. Purchase a bot 
tie of cedar oil from the druggist and 
paint the inside of the box with this, 
being sure that the oil soaks Into all 
arevices. llBe the oil plentifully, and 
when thoroughly dry line the box 
with cambric. Cover the outside with 
any preferred material The cedar oil 
will retain Its odor for years, and li 
as much disliked by moths as the 
cedar wood Itself. 

Mountain Dew Pudding. 

One pint milk, yolks of two egga, 
two tablespoons cocoanut, one table 
spoon sugar, one-half cup rolled crack 
era Bake one-half hour. Make a 
frosting of the whites Df two eggs and 
one-half cup sugar, spread over pud 
ding when done and return to oven tc 
browu. 

Nuts Flavor cuatard Pis. 

One cupful of chopped nuts added 
to tbe filling for a cuatard pie gives ■ 
very delightful flavor, and is a vajri 
atlou from tbe usual plain pie.

rild you ever notice that the silver 
you stow carefully away in neat white 
canton flannel bngs. presumably to 
keep It from tarnishing, 1 b blacker 
anil more stained with tarnish when 
you go to get It out of Its ting than 
the silver that has been in use nil the 
time? Ami did you ever notice, if tho 
silver Is kept In a long case that is 
wound about Itself, that the silver 
best protected, nearest the middle. Is 
most badly tarnlBhed? 

A Jeweler says that the reason for 
IhlB is that white canton flannel is 
Ueachari with a mixture containing 
sulphur, which spots and tarnishes 
Bllver very quickly. So when your 
extra dozen silver forkB are carefully 
packed away in their white ranton 
flannel case, of course those in the 
middle, farthest from the air, become 
the most badly tarnished. 

It 1 b f6r this reason that’ silver 
smiths always uBe blue canton flannel 
bags and cases for their silver, not. 
as man# persons think, because blue 
la more beautiful than white. No 
Bulphur is used in the preparation of 
blue canton flannel and so none lin¬ 
gers in Its foldB after it Is made up 
into bags and cases for silver. 

MAKE SOUP FROM PEA WATER 

Flavor and Valuable Salts of Veget¬ 
ables Are Often Thrown 
Away. 

It Is a waste of good material not 
to make pea soup every time you have 
peas for dinner. Much of the flavor 
nnd valuable salts of the peas are left 
In the water they were boiled In, and 
when this is thrown away half the 
good of them Is lost. To make It, 
wuBh the peas, shell them and put the 
hulls to cook In just enough water to 
cover them. Let them simmer until 
they ' look faded, then throw them 
away and put the jjeas to a boil in 
the same water, and when done dlBh 
as usual. They are Improved by the 
additional flavor given by the hulls. 
Add some new milk to the water and 
thicken It slightly with a tablespoon¬ 
ful each of butter and flour rubbed 
to a paste, or with a beaten egg, add¬ 
ed juBt as the soup Is taken from the 
fire. Season with salt and pepper. 
When peus are too old to be good, use 
them to thicken the soup by putting 
them through the colander. It Is true 
of aDy boiled vegetable that much of 
its value stays in the water in which 
it was cooked, and any one of them 
can be made into soup in tbe same 
manner as peas. 

TAN BOOTS EASILY CLEANED 

Soap and Water Will Remove Stains 
and Mud From Washable 
Footwear, 
s 

The washable tan beot is a Inxury 
to the woman who Is constitutionally 
in a hurry and cannot take lime for 
the ever-recurring cleaning and polish¬ 
ing necessary to the average foot¬ 
wear. All that 1 b necessary to reju¬ 
venate the tan boot la to wipe over 
its surface with a sponge or cloth 
dipped In ordinary soap and water, 
when the boot emAges as bright as 
the day it was bought. No polishing 
necessary and no carrying of pre¬ 
pared dressings in one’s trunk with 
the danger of disaster to one's sum¬ 
mer finery. Another good point about 
this new tan leather Is its immunity 
from staiDB. Even mud will not dis¬ 
color It and it marches scatheless 
through wet underbrush and over 
soaking turf. 

Suffrage Cake. 

Three ounces butter, half pound 
Bugur, two and a half cups flour, two 
and a half teaspoons baking powder, 
one level teaspoon chopped orange 
peel, one whole egg and yolk of an¬ 
other, one and a third cups milk. 
Cream butter and sugar and add eggs. 
Stir these vigorously ten minutes. Add 
milk and the flour and baking powder 
v^rleh have been sifted three times. 
Beat until smooth and at once divide 
Into three layers. Bake in a rather 
quick ovun 20 minutes. When cold, 
remove to a plate. Kill between the 
layers and cover top and sides with 
thiB mixture; Two cupa confectioner's 
Bugar, yolk of one egg, one heaping ta¬ 
blespoon butter (softened) and two 
teaspoons orange juice. Stir in a 
bowl until smooth, adding a few drops 
of hot water if too thick. 

To Prevent Egg Curdling. 

To prevent the curding of the yolk 
of an egg when adding to bollug milk 
ae In making certain cuetardB, add to 
the yolk, after beating, one table 
spoonful of sweet milk. Stir thor 
oughly, then stir luto the boiling milk 
or pie filling, and It wilt not curdle. 

Mint s/lad. 

Wash and crisp a sufficient quan¬ 
tity of young lettuce. Sprinkle liber 
ally with chopped mint and a little 
minced moat—lamb, veal or chicken 
1 b best—then dress with a French 
dressing Garnish with sprayB of mint 
and Berve. 

Dull Finish Beit to Duit. 

When you are buying furniture 
think of dusting. Dull, rubbed finish 
wood does not show tbe dust nearly ac 
readily as that with a highly polished 
surface.

Canned Rhubarb. 

Clean tbe rhubarb, but do not peel, 
cut In Inch-long pieces, fill tbe Jan 
and fill with cold water, shaking to 
exclude the air.

MOST FICKLE OF ALL GEMS 


Opals Readily Affected By Changes of 
Temperature, and This Has Brought 
Them III Favor. 

The superstition which causes peo¬ 
ple to regard opals with awe as the 
cause of 111 luck, and even death, Is 
due to a peculiar observation made 
many years ago. Opals were consid¬ 
erably ln use In Venice during the 
plague and it was noticed there in the 
hospitals that before death the stone 
would sometimes brighten upon the 
victim’s finger. It never seemed to 
occur to the people that the illneBB 
could produce a glow of color. They 
took It for granted that the stone oc¬ 
casioned the illness. 

As a matter of fact, opals are af¬ 
fected by beat, even by that of the 
hand, and the fever, being at ltB 
height Just before death, caused the 
colors to shine with unwonted clear¬ 
ness. 

This confirmed the superstition, aDd 
to this day there are sane and able- 
bodied people who believe that a chip 
of this Btone in the house can cause 
calamities. 

Probably another reason for the dis¬ 
trust excited in opals Is the fact that 
they change and lose their color. That 
Is due to the softness and porousness 
of the material, and Its capacity both 
for absorbing w-ater and of parting 
with what It has. one of which tendB 
to make It dull and the other chalky 
and opaque. They have beer known 
to be carefully cut and laid away, 
and upon opening the paper had 
crumbled Into dust within a few 
weekB. 

A Bpecles of opal known as the 
hydrophane, found ln small quantities 
lately In Colorado, has wonderful 
powers of absorption. In Us usual 
state It 1 b of a yellowish, waxy tint, 
but when water Is dropped upon It 
the tint passes slowly away, and from 
being translucent it becomes trans¬ 
parent. On exposure to the air the 
water evaporates In an hour, leaving 
the stone as It was before.

PROPER CARE OF EMBROIDERY 


Should Be Cleansd at Horn and 
Thereby Hava Ita Usefulness 
and Beauty Prolonged. 

Every woman who embroiders and 
spends hours doing the finest kind of 
needle-work wants to protect it from 
the ravages of time as long ae possi¬ 
ble. 

If given to the ordinary laundress, 
embroidered frocks, blouseB and aril 
cles for the household Boon lose their 
beauty. If sent to a professional clean¬ 
er's, they are a constant drain on the 
allowance. The most delicately em¬ 
broidered article can be successfully 
cleaned at home if the following sug¬ 
gestions are observed: 

All colored embroidery should be 
soaked In salt water for ten minutes 
before washing. This will preserve the 
colors. 

Make a suds from warm water and 
a milk white soap. Rinse through 
several clear waters and hang up un¬ 
til partially dry. Roll up for half an 
hour and Iron on a turklsh towel with 
a moderately hot Iron. 

Never hang up fine embroidery, but 
pin on folded towels until dry enough 
to Iron. 

If round or oval pieces show signs 
of gathering up after washing, per¬ 
haps it Is due to the worker’s tight 
stitches. To remedy this, stitch and 
pin out on folded towels while wet. 
Do not spare pins or trouble to have 
the piece perfectly straight and flat. 

Scalloped edges demand careful 
treatment. Never pull them In shape, 
but lightly smooth each scallop In 
place and pin. 

Never wring an embroidered arti¬ 
cle, but press the superfluous water 
out between towels. 


MUST HAVE LINEN CARDCASE 


Fashion's Decree Makes It Imperative 
to Include Thle Among Neces¬ 
sary Accessories. 

The daintily embroidered cardcase 
of linen belongs among the necessary 
accessories, and the woman who does 
not already possess 6ne should Im¬ 
mediately begin to embroider the 
linen. 

The needlework shops sell a variety 
of designs stamped on coarse or fine 
linen, according to the work you de¬ 
sire to place on It. 

The thin lingerie frock demands a 
cardcase of handkerchief linen, em¬ 
broidered with a very fine design; 
those done In eyelet embroidery are 
the most effective. If you do tbe tioy 
flowers and foliage in solid work, pad 
the petals first with darning cotton 
and cover this with fine mercerized 
cotton. Scallop the edges, using the 
buttonhole stitch, and whipstitch the 
sides together. 

With the one-piece frock or tailored 
costume should be carried a cardcase 
of heavy linen. The design Is not so 
fine on these and can be done with 
white or colors. 

For Instance, If you choose a card- 
case of natural-colored linen, the de- 
Blgn can be effectively done in white, 
brown or dark blue. There are a few 
designs to he worked with the Bulgar¬ 
ian colors, and these are extremely 
effective when done In the brilliant 
hues on a background of tan linen.

Crepe de Chine Deservedly Popular— 
China Silk and Unllned Net and 
Lace Waists Uteful. 

Crepe de chines are popular and 
practical, as they clean easily. The 
familiar double frill le still used, as 
are aleo narrow frills which outline 
the front pleats, or follow the aide 
faBtenlng. Narrow pleatlngs to match 
the frills are used as a finish for flat 
collars and turnback cuffs. 

They have the button through col 
lar and cuffB, with long shoulder lines 
Crepe de chine 1 b sometimes UBed in 
combination with net, lace or printed 
silk. 

China silk waists also have the frill 
finish, but tbe designs are a little 
more on tbe tailored style. Striped 
wash silks are popular with travelers, 
Some of these sIlkB have a white 
ground work with broad or narrow 
stripes in purple, gray, blue, rose, yel¬ 
low or brown. Then, again, the 
groundwork shows a soft shade of 
gray, btue, rose or tan with white 
etripe. These silks are made in the 
mannish shirt styles. 

Unllned net and lace waist* are 
very practical, as they are easily 
laundered, thus doing away with tbe 
necessity of dry cleaning.

FURNISHINGS OF WHITE 


IDEAL BEDROOM MUST HAVE NO 
TOUCH OF COLOR. 


Not at All Hard to Acquire, and It 
Must Be Acknowledged That the 
Effect I* Infinitely 
Pleasing. 

All-white bedrooms are a craze 
among young girls. Fortunately they 
are easily acquired provided one hae 
a room, some fresh calcimine for the 
walls and ceiling, and a sufficiency of 
white paint with which to enamel the 
floor and the furniture. If the room 
has already been papered, every shred 
of the decoration must be scraped off 
and the wails cleanly washed before 
the calclmlnlng Is applied, as other¬ 
wise their surface, when dried, will 
not be of virgin whiteness. The Idea 
of an all-white floor may at first seem 
an absurdity, but it will keep clean as 
long as a dark surface if white rag 
rugs are placed before each window, 
door and piece of important furniture, 
and. ne every housekeeper knowB, to 
wash a small rug Is an easy matter. 

Having given each piece of furni¬ 
ture a double coat of white enamel 
paint, make the counterpane, the val¬ 
ance and the hollow pillow roll of the 
bed of muslin embroidery, using the 
all-over (or the spread and the roll 
cover and the half-yard deep flouncing 
for the valance and the long ends*of 
the pillow holder. The top of the dress¬ 
ing table, if of glass, should fit over an 
equal-sized mat of all-over muslin em¬ 
broidery, but If the table is wholly of 
wood, Its spread should be of the all- 
over banded with St. Gall galloon and 
finished at each end with ten-inch edg¬ 
ing. When this table has the regula¬ 
tion three-leaf mirror, its ends only 
need be lined with white cambric 
veiled with all-over, but If there Is a 
single-leaf, detached mirror, it must 
be hung against a dorsal of cambric- 
lined lingerie, edged at top and sides 
with St. Gnll. If possible, keep the 
chiffonier In the clothes press, as at 
best It Is an ugly piece of furniture, 
but If It muBt be given bedroom space, 
cover its top with a scarf matching 
that on the toilet table, and veil Its 
sides and front with curtains of St 
Gall suspended from slender white 
rode screwed against the top’s edges, 
and be resigned to the nuisance of 
pushing the draperies aside whenever 
it is necessary to open a drawer. 

Drape the windows from top edge to 
sills with slightly gathered widths of 
the all-over finished at both ends with 
eight-inch edging and use similar ma¬ 
terials far the shades of the lamp and 
sconces which are cheap in white 
china. 

Nothing In picture and photograph 
frames Is daintier than those in all- 
white muslin embroidery basted over 
strips of heavy white cardboard and 
easily taken off and washed when 
dust-soiled.

Rub the articles gently In th* 
liquid, rinse thoroughly In clear water 
dry and press.

A GREAT HARVEST 

lVhut the Summer Resort Business 
Means for New England 

New England Is undoubtedly doing 
thlB year the greatest Bummer resort 
business in her history. Figures com¬ 
piled by the New England Lines would 
Indicate that about 1.400,000 people 
spent their vacation within the con¬ 
fines of New England In the year 1912. 
and the reports so far Bhow that this 
number will probably be greatly ex¬ 
ceeded this year. 

The railroads operating In New 
England try every year to get on their 
lists every hotel and hoarding house 
open to summer boarders. A compi¬ 
lation based on these lists and cover¬ 
ing all the railroads shows that last 
year there were 4406 hotels and board¬ 
ing houses In New England with a total 
capacity of 222,141 persons. For the 
total number of persons accommodated 
It would probably be fair to multiply 
the total capacity by bIx. figuring on 
the average vacation being two weekB 
and the season to consist of twelve 
1 weeks. This would give 1,332.846 per¬ 
sons accommodated In the season. 
Estimates based on these figures and 
from the reports of hotel keepers 
would place the amount Bpent by these 
vacationists at, roughly, $ 100 , 000 , 000 .

There Is probably no other region 
of this country where so much 1 h 
raped unmially from summer board¬ 
ers. 

The compilation made showed that 
last year Maine had 1265 hotels and

to an efTort to cultivate more effici¬ 
ently the held long since marked out.

Dr. Spaulding, the superintendent, 
Las a report of over 100 printed 
pages, together with many compLicat- 
fcd tables. He shows what the Newton 
chools are trying to do, diacusses 
[whether or not the schools are doing 
vhat they try to do, submits the mat¬ 
ter to the people of Newton for ap¬ 
proval, and goes into the minutest de¬ 
tail as to the economy and efficiency 
if the educational administration. 

He says: The Newton schools are 

t rying to educate all boys and girls in 
he city from about four or five to 
ibout eighteen years of age; the 
Schools are trying to educate every one 
If these children and youth with Indi¬ 
vidual discrimination, that Is, to de¬ 
velop the natural capuclty of each so 
that lie will be able and disposed to 
Render the largest possible service to 
orlety throughout his life beyond the 
chool. 

The attendance of children beyond 
aurteen years of age—except In the 
kxtremely rare cases of illiterates— 
lepends wholly upon their interest 
Lnd the conviction on the part of chil¬ 
dren or parents that such attendance 
worth while. While the law does 
K compel the boy or girl who has 
ampleted the work of at least the 
rst three grades to attend school 
|ifter reaching fourteen years of age, 
re are so firmly convinced of the su- 
ireme educative importance for all 
outli of the period from fourteen to 
ightccn, tlmt we are planning and 
trlving most earnestly to hold boys 
nd girls lu school through this pe- 
lk>d, We are doing this not blindly 
lnd Indiscriminately, but with Indi¬ 
vidual discrimination, adapting our 
aethods and the work offered to Indl- 
lllduol needs. 

Our schools are today working with- 
the limits of the same field that they 
sve been working for twenty years, 
'he marked changes that have taken 
hice In our school system, especially 
"Ithin Hie lust half-dozen years, have 
«>t been due In the slightest degree to 
effort to extend the schools’ field of 
kperatioii; they have lieen wholly due 


extension of education to larger nun 
bers,—to those not previously reached. 

This explanation Is made with the 
hope of correcting the wholly errone¬ 
ous notion sometimes expressed that 
we are developing college courses In 
our high schools. There are several 
high schools In the country—and their 
number is Increasing quite rapidly— 
that are doing two years of college 
work and receiving credit for it with 
the colleges. But there la not the 
slightest Inclination on the part of the 
Newton schools to undertake any work 
of college grade; our proximity to 
more than a half-dozen pf the best 
colleges and universities of the land 
makes such an upward extension of 
our work quite needless however de¬ 
sirable this may be In some places. 

The present policy of the school de¬ 
partment is something as follows: — 
Here are the children that we have to 
educate; these children differ not only 
in age and sex, but no lesB in natural 
capacities and possibilities; it iB our 
duty to study the possibilities and 
needs of all these children Individually, 
also to take discriminating cognizance 
of the opportunities and demands for 
service In the society to whose welfare 
these children must soon contribute, 
both as a duty and qb a condition of 
thglr own maintenance; In the light of 
such knowledge as we may thus gain 
we must provide a curriculum, and all 
means necessary for the adequate and 
continuously progressive education of 
every one of the boys and girls of 
the community; we must constantly 
adapt our means and processes of 
education to meet not only the chang¬ 
ing needs of successive groups of chil¬ 
dren and of society, but our increasing 
knowledge of tltcse needs; as a last 
resort we must compel the attendance 
of children between seven and fourteen 
years of- age, but even with these we 
shall rely chielly upon the efficiency 
and Individual adaptation of our edu¬ 
cational processes; to secure the at¬ 
tendance of those over fourteen we

Mr. John B. Hebberd of Birch Hill 
rosd. Newtonvllle. and for the past two 
or three years, head of mathematics 
at the Technical High School, was ap¬ 
pointed this week, the deputy prison 
commissioner for the Commonwealth 
and was sworn Into office on Tuesday 
by Governor Foss. The appnlntment 
was made by the new Prison Commis¬ 
sioner Frank L. Randall. 

Mr. Hebberd. n graduate of Harvard 
In 1909, has been for years an assidu¬ 
ous student of social ethics and of the 
management of boys of every kind, 
and says hiB new position will furnish 
him with work peculiarly congenial to 
him. 

He is 35 years old, was born In Low¬ 
ell, but was taken by his parents to 
Loralne, O, when very young, and lived 
there till he was 9 years old, when his 
family moved to Boston. He gradu¬ 
ated at the Lincoln School In South 
Boston, at English High and in 1906 
at Bridgewater Normal School. Since 
his graduation at Harvard he has con¬ 
tinued to attend the Harvard Gradu¬ 
ate School of Education and Social 
Ethics. 

While at Harvard he was president 
of the Education Club in his senior 
year, and he sang in the Glee Club. 
For four years he was In charge of 
boys' camps at Wlnthrop, Me. He was 
also Borne years ago director of boys' 
work at Ruggles-Street Neighborhood 
House. 

His earliest experience In teaching 
was as principal of a school at North 
Hanover, as supervisor of muBlc at 
Bridgewater, and substitute teacher at 
the Burr School, Newton. Immediately 
after graduating at Harvard. In 1909, 
he became principal of the Center 
School, Medford, and remainded there 
one year, when he became head of the 
department of mathematics at Newton 
Technical High School. 

He will continue to live at 33 Birch 
Hill road, Newtonvllle. He Is mar¬ 
ried but has no children.

of Wild Animal 

The people of Newtonvllle were sur¬ 
prised this morning about 8.30 to see 
a deer roaming about the streets of 
that pnrt of the city. 

William P. Hicks of 183 Austin street, 
Newtonvllle, notified headquarters that 
the animal was In the vicinity of his 
home, and that boys and dogs were 
chasing it. The automobile patrol, 
with three policemen were sent to the 
place, and the deer was finally found 
hurrying along Mt. Vernon street. 
The automobile was fast enough to 
head It off. and the deer leaped a fence 
and then jumped to the Boston & Al¬ 
bany tracks. 

The drop from the street to the road¬ 
bed of tbe railroad Is about 20 feet and 
the deer appeared to be hurt when it 
fell, as it was not able to rise and was 
quickly captured by patrolman Seaver 
and others who had been on Its trail 
Bince it first appeared. The animal 
was placed in the patrol wagon and 
taken to Norumbega Park and turned 
Into the pen with the other deer. The 
animal was about a year old and ap¬ 
peared to be pretty well tired out. 
Later in tbe day It was found neces¬ 
sary to kill the animal as Its Injuries 
were more BeriouB than at first ap¬ 
peared. 


TOO MI CH NOISE 


An active campaign against automo- 
bilists who disregard the statute pro¬ 
hibiting the use of muffler cutouts Ib 
to be started by the Newton police. 
Countless complaints have been re¬ 
ceived from those whose homes are 
near thoroughfares on which there are 
hills and this is particularly true late 
at night and early in the morning 
along Commonwealth avenue where 
the noise of the exhausts on speeding 
tars prevents sleep. 

Policemen in citizen's clothes are to 
be stationed at the principal billB and 
those who use cutoifts will be sum¬ 
moned to court. One of the spots 
where the nuisance has become gen¬ 
eral Is at the junction of Washington 
and CheBtnut street, West Newton. 
Chestnut Btreet is the thoroughfare 
across the city to Waban and Oak Hill 
and as the grade is steep tbe barking 
of mufflers Is heard at all hours. In 
this case, however, in order to give 
the automoblllsts every opportunity to 
comply with the law, Chief of Police 
Mltcbell is to have a warning sign 
placed in a conspicuous position. 


By the bursting of a tire while 
climbing the grade to the Common¬ 
wealth avenue bridge over the rail¬ 
road at Auburndale on Sunday after¬ 
noon. four men were thrown from the 
automobile, and Injured, one of them 
being placed on the dangerous list at 
the Newton Hospital. When the tire 
burst the machine skidded, and the 
driver lost control. It shot up the em¬ 
bankment of the railroad and turned 
completely over.

WcBt Newton,, was pinned under the 
car when it landed upside down on the 
trolley tracks. He was taken to the 
Newton Hospital, where It was found 
he had suffered serious bruises and 
probable Internal injuries.

HELPS IN HOME LIFE. 

To remove the tops of fruit Jars, 
wrap a cloth around them wet in very 
hot water; this will cause the top to 
expand. 

Emery powder will remove the rust 
stains from steel. 

A bottle of lime water and sweet 
oil, equal parts, mixed, should always 
be kept at hand In the kitchen, as It la 
an excellent remedy for burns. 

A strong solution 0 soda and water 
will remove paint BplaBhes from win¬ 
dow glasB. 

Tea stains can be removed from 
cups and saucers by scouring with 
wood aBhes. 

A solution of salt and water will 
clean willow furniture, Apply with a 
coarse brush, and dry thoroughly. 

A slate with pencil attached la very 
convenient to have in the kitchen for 
jotting down articles needed tn the 
household, tf such a memorandum Is 
not kept one Is apt to forget when in 
town the very thing needed most. 

Beds should never be placed bo that 
the sleepers will receive the full rays 
of the sun In the face when awaken¬ 
ing.

A weakening of the nervous system 
will often cause the hair to turn gray 
prematurely.

It Is a difficult matter, for Instance, 
to remove the white pith from grape 
fruit with a knife; one digs and Jabs, 
and flnnlly cuts out the ofTendtng cen¬ 
ter and. Incidentally, makes a hole In 
the fruit through which the Juice 
drips onto the plate. Not so with the 
-cWsors A snip, a pull, and thpre It Is 
without trouble or mutilation 

And bacon! How few women can 
slice off the slippery rind, while with 
scissors every morsel can be quickly 
pared away without a vestige of 
waste In cutting off the legs of a 
lobster. In breaking open the claws 
and cutting through the tall, the scls- 
-c-- wiP do tie work uncomplainingly 
without the aid of the hammer and ice 
pick 

In preparing vegetables they are in¬ 
comparable. Try them in cutting the 
roots from spinach, trimming rusty 
lettuce leaves, shaping flowerets of 
cauliflower, and cutting up asparagus.

make Into small cakes, Bprlnkle a Lit¬ 
tle finely chopped onion on top of 
eucb cake. Make the potato pulp Into 
thick, round cakes and put a cake of 
hamburg steak on each. Place tn a 
well-gresed bag. Close and seal It; 
cook lu a hot oven for 25 minutes. 


Banberry Tarts. 

One cup raisins, ground; one lemon 
cut off both ends, ground; one egg: 
beat the egg and stir all together; one 
cup sugar; one tablespoonful of flour. 
Make a rich pie crust, roll out and 
cut with u pound baking powder can. 
Put half teaspoonful of mixture In 
center of cuch tin can and prick edges 
Brush with milk; hake 10 or 15 min 
uteB. Serve two on a pie plate. 


The Gat Oven. 

When using a gas oven always 
place a bowl of water on the bottom 
shelf This prevents the meat, pastry 
or whatever Is cooking from burning 
When the cooking ts finished the w* 
ter doeB for washing-up purposes.

ALL .M'MmU ON THE ICE 
MEN AND WHY. 

The American people have suffered 
from n good many kinds of humbug In 
their dny and generation, hut the sil¬ 
liest of all silly humbugs on record Is 
without douht the present hullabaloo 
against the Icc men. It Is the old, old 
tory of man’s Ingratitude when he 
t booses to forget. 

For millions of years tile old earth 
oiled around with summer heat nnd 
winter cold. During all these years 
no human being thought It possible to 
take the winter Ice nnd store It for 
summer use. Within the pnst hundred 
yenrs It was found thnt Ice could he 
stored. Fifty years ago there was com¬ 
paratively little Ice cut and there was 
little general demand for It, the cost 
being excessive. 

Then came the Ice man as capitalists 
and In a capitalistic way they reasoned | 
that If Ice could be supplied to the ( 
homes as well as the mnrketB nnd 
wholesale users there would be a big 
demand and a possibility of corres¬ 
ponding profit. 

The reasoning was right but the 
progress was slow because the people 
considered Ice In summer as .an ex¬ 
travagant luxury. Some Indeed ar¬ 
gued In the same old way that all 
changes were condemned, that Ice In 
summer was sinful, Because It was 
flying in the face of Providence who 
would have provided for ice if His Wis¬ 
dom found It necessary. 

But the immense value of the ice 
supply was soon apparent and the de¬ 
mand Increased. Then the ice men 
made a study of cutting, storage, deliv¬ 
ering and all the details that make up 
an Important industry. More and 
more capital was necessary until there 
were corporations on a large scale all 
working to reduce the cost of‘gath¬ 
ering the ice and delivering it to the 
consumer. 

ice in summer at the prices fur¬ 
nished Is now considered a necessity. 
Every season we have the newspaper 
lamentations about the sufferings of 
the poor and the dying of many thou¬ 
sands of children for want of Ice, 
which the grasping greed of the Ice 
men will not furnish free. These sym¬ 
pathetic souls in their appeals for 
other peoples money overlook the fact 
that In no other country In the world 
1 b Ice considered such a necessity. 

Tnen the people in their easy-going 
way can hardly understand why the 
same ice that was worthless and a nui¬ 
sance In winter should cost money in 
summer. They know nothing of the 
work or the details or the uncertainties 
of Ice crops. Rarely In recent years has 
there been one month of Bteady freez¬ 
ing with good ice cutting conditions. 
Snow storms make extra cost and 
thaws gtnn work. In seasons like last 
winter Ice cutting Is almost Impos¬ 
sible. 

It is true that great progress has 
been made in mechanical plants for 
maklne ice and for refrigerating, but 
with all that can be done In this line 
It will be many years before the man¬ 
ufactured ice can amount to more than 
a small fraction of the total supply of 
Ice now called for. 

The development of the Ice business 
has been one of the industrial won¬ 
ders, and no other industry of equal 
value of Investment and product has 
ever given such remarkable results for 
the comfort and welfare of mankind. 
For this the Ice men are condemned 
beyond all others. 

The Iceman, with all his weary 
round of climbing stairs with his drip¬ 
ping burdens and being ordered back 
for different shaped pieces, is expected 
to be an expert bookkeeper and expert 
weigher and be able to split up m block 
of ice so that the parts shall all be 
exactly equal In weight. 

Every legislature or city or town 
council Is eager to pass lnws and make 
regulations for the Ice man. He must 
answer every call and keep children 
from under his wagon wheels while he 
Is delivering a live cent piece of ice on 
the top floor. There, by the way, he 
may find a sleuth of a pop-eyed official 
waiting to see If the five cent piece Is 
not four ounces short weight. 

All Ice men are rated as thieves and 
grafters, so courts are eager to sen 
tenre, nnd fool newspapers eager too 
work up sensations from the charges. 

What other human Industry of any 
kind gets such Insanely villainous 
treatment from the public ? 

Is any grocery delivery wagon so 
regulated and so followed by sleuths ? 

Is any department storedelivery so 
hounded ? But milk und lee wagons 
are fair game for all sneaking infor¬ 
mers. 

It only remains for the pure food 
Intuitles to gel busy and show how the 
Ice may be contaminated. Then get 
laws passed ordering all deliveries of 
Ice In sealed glass jars, with weight 
' erllflcute, date and place of cutting all 
lllleil out and signed by the high official 
Ice Inspector. 

The cost would be enormous, surely, 
und poor people would have lo go with¬ 
out. But think of the pages that a Cas¬ 
sidy could fill In the Boston American 
telling all about his great victory in 
trine ing the criminal ice men to terms. 

Attorney General Swift might also 
appear with his official endorsement.—
